Neurasthenia and Neuroses | SIDE GLANCES~By 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A popular name for Neurasthenia is ‘Tired 
Nerves” “Nervous Exhaustion,” and the 
patient has a need for more nervous power with 
which to control and direct the working of the 
vital organs but in practically every case he is 
wasting too much nervous energy, either in des- 
tructive emotions such as 
worry, anxiety and doubt, or 
because of eyestrain or be- 
cause of an underlying physi- 
cal condition which is burning 
up nerve force faster than he 
is generating it. The result is 
that not enough remains to 
keep the vital organs in good 
working order and this causes 
symptoms which seem to arise 
from the stomach, heart or in- 
testines and lead him to be- 

lieve that he has an organic trouble. As a matter 
of fact his organs are in fair condition and 
his trouble is functional. 

The patient may develop almost any symp- 
tom under the sun, however, some of the com- 
mon symptoms are: he feels weak and exhaust- 
ed for no good reason and in fact may get up 
in the morning “tired out” after a night's rest. 
Instead of feeling refreshed and vigorous he 
feels fatigued in both mind and body. 

He may suffer from a dull headache or a feel 
ing as though the head had a tight iron band 
clamped around it; twitching or trembling of 
the hands or legs may be noticed; the hands 
or face may perspire profusely; the eyes may 
feel tired; in some cases there is present beat- 
ing of the heart which seems to be located in 
the pit of the stomach; rapid heart beat is often 
noted causing a pounding, throbbing sensation; 
the patient may have attacks of dizziness or 
faintness; when he is very tired he notices that 
ear noises occur; the stomach is affected and gas 
pressu®@, heartburn, and sour stomach may keep 
him uncomfortable. Poor appetite, failure to 
sleep at night, cold hands and feet, nervous ir- 
ritability, and shooting pains here and there are 
other common symptoms. The pain may be very 
sharp but usually does not last long and prob- 
ably the one most frequent is that which seems 
to be in or around the heart. 

Along with his other sensations he develops 
a fear sensation and worries over what is going 
to happen to him. He will nearly always say, in 
describing his case, “I don’t Know what will hap- 
pen if I have to go this way much longer.” 

NEUROSES 

From the foregoing you will realize that ner- 
vous exhaustion is primarily a mental condi- 
tion. Another mental condition which gives rise 
to somewhat similar symptoms is grouped under 
the general heading of neurosis. There are many 
kinds of different neuroses but the main fact 
about all of them is that when a neurosis is pres- 
ent, the patient no longer has the power to con- 
tral his mind and is forced to think along lines 
which distress and dismay him. Very often a 
neurosis n es itself felt only under certain cir- 
cumstances where his emotions get out of con- 
trol. In every case the patient has unknowingly 
built up wrong habits of thinking. The cure lies 
in changing these habits.

A victim of a neurosis is called a neurotic 
and as long as the neurosis lasts the patient 
privately battles with it. He may be able to carry 
on his regular work but the conflict is hot and 
heavy during leisure. In these cases the 
patient can do a great deal to help himself but 
in more advanced cases it is usually necessary 
to call in outside help.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1688 the Hud- 
son's Bay Company decided to 
open a post at Churchill, now 
the terminus of Canada’s railway 


to the northern sea, It is re- 
corded in the company’s minutes: 

“This Committee does resolve 
and agree as followeth: That 
Churchill River bee settled this 
yeare with goode shipp, a Com- 


petent Cargeo for Trade and 
Materials for White Whale Fish- 
inge.”
